Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The definition of devitalized was discussed and Applicant clarified 
that the claims are not intended to encompass synthetic scaffolds. The dimensions of the scaffold were discussed and 
terminology was discussed with respect to the thickness of the microorgan tissue used to create the scaffold.The prior 
art of Mitchell and Bruchman anticipates the instant claim as the physical limit of diffusion would prevent cells from 
populating the deepest parts of thicker microorgans taught by Mitchell and by Bruchman.
